We herewith present you our annual report. As a 
board we have endeavored to labor for the interest of the 
pupils, and have also done an extra amount of work in 
distributing and collecting readers, calling and attending 
special meetings, etc. We concluded an arrangement 
with the publishers, whereby the series of old Franklin 
readers has been exchanged for the new, without expense 
to the pupils. They also presented a set to each district 
for the use of the teachers. We have employed teachers 
who have faithfully tried to discharge their duties,although 
in two districts there has been a slight uprising of ‘Young 
America.” The first term consisted of eight and the sec- 


ond of fourteen weeks, in both of which the pupils made 
as good progress as possible. The average attendance has 


been good, notwithstanding some have been unavoidably 
detained at home fora time. We hope that parents and 
teachers will instill into the minds of the children that 
punctuality constitutes one of the great successes in life.

It is desirable to have globes and maps for each school- 
house, and it will be economy to have several good houses 
repaired, but the funds in the hands of the board will not 
permit of such expenditures.

whenever deemed desirable. These simple exercises” 
train the eye and hand at avery small expense; thus 
some of your boys or girls might become good painters or 
architects, then let us assist them in the direction nature 
intended them to move, and no doubt they will succeed. 
We find that during examination some good pupils become 
nervous, and are not able to answer as many questions as 
under ordinary conditions, and itis our opinion that.exami- 
‘nations should be secondary to that of teaching well every 
day. We take pleasure in referring you to the “Roll of 
Honor,” and a tabular report of teachers, pupils, etc., to 
be found on succeeding pages. 

It is with much regret that we are called upon to record 
the death of Jacob B. Smith, Esq., our efficient fellow- 
worker. He was deeply interested in the educational af- 
fairs of Strafford,and his usefulness has been felt by many. 
We trust he lived long enough to see the seeds he had 
planted ripen into a bounteous harvest.
